The people of Milford were just common 
people, interested in their church, school 
and the welfare of their community. Among 
their lot were no wealthy ones, nor any in 
want. They were law-abiding, all good 
neighbors and always willing to be of help to 
each other. 


I will not describe the new residents under 
this section as they are mentioned under 
"Buildings" and are not of the era of this 
writing.

#2. - Frank & Serilda FLICKINGER: Resided 
here until their death. Although they were 
childless they always liked young sieret axel Wel 
people alike. The Flickingers raised a 
niece, Annie Reeder, after her mother died. 
Mrs. Flickinger was a professional midwife 
and considered by the local doctors to be one 
of the best. She delivered many of the local 
babies including, "yours truly."

During the Harvest Home season, we had 
contributed the largest donation of fruit and 
produce in the history of the congregation to 
the Hoffman Orphanage, at Littlestown, Pa. 

For these many demonstrations and your 
loyal support, we surely are your appreciative 
servants. 

May our efforts in the future be of such 
a nature that they will be well pleasing to 
God, and give the Church the place, to which 
she is rightly entitled, in our Community and 
the Church at large.

For some years off and on I have been delving into the Howe geneology and at this 
point in the process I wish to share my findings with my Howe cousins. Without wait- 
ing any longer for more information I am gathering up what I have on hand and compil+ 
ing it: from clippings, letters, notes of conversations, my own recollections, 
histories, etc. I regret the data is not more complete. As time goes on I hope to 
add to it. Perhaps too others of our clan will be inspired to do research. 


During the years I have met many Howes and have discussed our history with them. Also 
I have heard of many Howes through mutual friends and have been in extensive corres-~ 
pondence with them; but never in one instance have I been able to connect up our line 
with any of the others, 


The basis for ail our records has been the paper compiled about 1890 by 

Susanna Howe Humes (whom we affectionately called "Auntie Humes!''), ‘As she was born 
only four years after her grandfather, our William Howe I, died, and lived six years 
before the death of her grandmother, Susanna Shoop Howe, for whom she was named, you 
Can realize the value of her notations. Except for a few dates, which I have added, 
her data, as follows, is just as she wrote it:

The children of Rev. Samuel and Adda Thompson Ham were: a) Robert, who died at 10 
mos.; b) Arthur, born Nov. 13, 1891, died at Galeton, Pa,, 1944. Graduated at Dick- 
inson Seminary, Williamsport, Pa. Was in insurance business, 33rd degrce Mason, 
He was first married to Margaret L. Kicth, who lived but a few months. He later 
married Grace Bauder, Oct. 25, 1916. They had three children: A son who died in 
infancy, a son Edgar, and a daughter Dorothy. The next child of Rev. and Mrs.

taught in the schools of Harrisburg until her marriage to Zack Law, They live at 
Havertown, Pa., where I have visited thom. They have one son, Robert, who graduated 
this year at Drexel, Florence is also one of my dearest cousins. The youngest child 
of Rev. and Mrs. Ham was ec) Edgar, who graduated at University of Maryland Dental 
School, was abroad in the First World War, marricd Gertrude Christopher, a musician, 
who is a graduate of the University of West Virginia. Edgar had been a successful 
dentist at New Cumbcrland, Pa., for many years, was a very likable person, and died 
June 1h, 1951. 


The children of Allen R. and Minnie McCoy Thompson wore: a) Robert, who married a 
nurse and lived on his grandfather Thompson's farm in Watts Twp.; b) Paul C., who 

graduated at Penn State as an electrical engineer, is married and lives in Plain- 

Pela Nn, WU. 


The children of Henry F, and Sophia L, Shaw Howe were a) Eva, who married Dr. Rufus 
Hebert, a physician of Red Rock, Pa., near Bradford; b) Lizzie Howe Conner, who did 
beautiful paintings and lived in her nineties. Her husband was many years her 
senior; c) Minnie Howe Freed, born 1868, who lived latterly in Tampe, Fla., whore my 
aunt, Katherine Howe Beard, saw her in 1937. Her husband was 25 years her senior, 
They had two sons. d) Miles Howe. His photo shows him a very handsome man. He 
attended my mother's graduation at Kee-Mar. c) William. f) Frank. I have pictures 
of Frank, Miles, and Lizzie, and all are fine looking. I never met any of them but 
from what I have heard they were grand people. 


The children of Thomas and Catherine Howe Fulton were Orville, who has been dead many 
years, and Elmer Thomas (born 1862, dicd March 1933), who marricd Ella Ritter of 
Liverpool, Pa., Oct. 5, 1892. She died Oct. 14, 1946. I recall Aunt Kate Fulton in 
my little girl days as a very sweet~faced woman, who was very deaf. Elmer's children 
were: a) Margaret, married to Fred Wright. They live in Harrisburg and have one son, 
b) Orville R., married to Katherine Henderson. They live in Newport, and have a 
daughter, Mary Katherine. Orville has been with the Prudential Life Insurance Co. 

for many years, has been president of the town council, and prominent in the life of 
the town. c) David R., married and living in Akron, 0. Has one son. I know all of 
this group of cousins aie am fond of them. 


This brings me to my own branch of the Howe family. My grandfather, Dr, William Rudy 
Howe, died at the age of 33, just as he was giving great promise of becoming a good 
family doctor. While he studied at Jefferson Medical College, Phila., he wrote 
delightful letters to my grandmother, then Margaret Leiby of Newport, who was attend- 
ing Miss Paine's School in Carlisle, Pa., a young ladics! prep school of its day. 


mater 


I had a quantity of letters exchanged between them. His handwriting is beautiful, 
his style rather flowery and poetic but with a keen sense of humor. Those which had 
reference to his life and work at Jefferson I gave to that institution for their 
historical collection. One tells of attending a performance of "Uncle Toms Cabin", 
which must have been one of its earliest engagements. Inside a quaint valentine he 
wrote to my grandmother the following beautiful sentiment, which I have every reason 
to believe was original and which will give you an idea of his command of words and 
charm of his writing: 

"Fairest and Dearest- 

This letter brings to you, enveloned in its folds, a smile as 
bright as the hope of possessing you must give to mortal - a sigh warm from the heart 
that beats for you ever - a kiss fond as ever a lover impressed upon the eyelids 
which curtain the light of his scul. Return the smile, accept the sigh, and keep 
the kiss until you can safely return it to the lips of your own 

Valentine"! 
He graduated at Jefferson Medical College, 1856, his graduation thesis being, "Inter- 
mittent Fever." I have given his diploma to the college, as well as several cards of 
admission to classes signed by the teachers. One of these I have framed in our home, 
signed by John K. Mitchell, M. D., father of Weir Mitchell, John being the doctor who 
treated gratis the wife of Edgar Allen Poe when the Poes lived in Phila. during the 
days when they were in straightened circumstances. This card, dated Oct. 1, 1854, 
admitted grandfather to lectures on "The Practice of Medicine." Before going into his 
medical work he taught school in Newport in a pebbledash building, which stood about 
where the Weekly-—News Sun office is now on Third St. Dr. H. O. Orris said grand- 
father had been his teacher. In 1857 he was a member of the Newport school board, 


Mame Heilman Sherck said her mother told of seeing him going to the woods to shoot 
flickers, and talked of his flute-playing in the summer evenings, which she said was 
very beautiful. He and grandmother were married at her parents! home (Samuel and Eve 
Smith Leiby) in Oliver Twp., near Newport Oct. 23, 1856, and when I was married I 
used on my wedding veil a spray of artificial flowers from her wedding wreath. In 
the Louise Beard Memorial museum, Newport, I have placed their wedding certificate, 
and a letter from Rev. David H. Focht to Dr. Wm. Howe, saying he would be glad to 
officiate at the wedding. Also here is his doctor's sign. Grandfather was over six 
feet tall and very handsome, as his daguerreotypes show. Grandmother was short and 
extremely lovely. She used to tell me she could walk under his outstreched arm, 
Their time together was destined to be very short. He was first in partnership with 
his cousin, Dr. Robert Brown, in Newport, and on May 21, 1858, my mother, Annie Eva 
Howe, was born in their home, the very same house which is now the city hall of New- 
port, next door to the Robert Brown home. The little Howe family then moved to Blain, 
where grandfather was practicing. In the spring of 1859 he had grippe and was just 
up and around when, May 24, he was sent for to go to see a patient in the country. 

He felt he was not able to go, but the people insisted and said he would not need to 
hitch up his horse and they would transport him. He went, returned, was sitting at 
the dining room table, when his knife and fork dropped from his hands (heart attack). 
He later became unconscious and died that evening. On his books were many unpaid 
bills, which grandmother was unable to collect, and it was always said that the very 
people on whom he made the fatal call were among those who would not pay. My great 
uncle, Elias Leiby, then a boy of 13, told me of riding with his parents to Blain and 
attending a service at Blain church. The body was then taken by night (because of 
warm weather) to the home of my Leiby great grandparents, arriving there at 7 A. M. 
(according to a newspaper account) and in the afternoon burial took place in the Old 
Graveyard, Newport. His body was later removed to our lot in Newport cemetery. Grand- 
inother and little Annie went to live with the former's parents in East Newport, and 
six months later, Jan. 4, 1860, my aunt, Katherine Leiby Howe, was born there. Grand- 
mother lived for her Jittle girls and all had a good hane with the Leibys. Later 
grandmother took her daughters to New Bloomfield in order that they might attend the 
Academy there, and they lived in what is now the Presbyterian parsonage. The Academy 
Closing (temporarily), they returned to East Newport, and later when the Leiby grand- 
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parents were dead and the farm sold, grandmother, Aunt Kate Fishburn, and the two 
girls made a home together in Aunt Kate's house mentioned before (where the Ford 

Auto Co. now is located). After Aunt Kate Fishburn's death the house was sold and 
grandmother divided her time between the Beards and ourselves. The many hours I 
Spent in that home were golden ones to me. Grandmother Howe was a homemaker, very 
sociable and lovable, I was named for her, Margaret Leiby Glanding, and I adored her. 
She died Jan. 8, 1917, at Beards in Newport. 


In 1879 mother, Annie Eva Howe, and Aunt Katherine Leiby Howe were graduated at 
Hagerstown Female Seminary, which later became Kee-Mar College. Mother then taught 
music in the Newport area and Auntie taught primary grade in the Newport school, 
Mother always said she would never marry a minister as she thought they had such a 
hard life, but Rev. William Marquard Beetem Glanding, a young minister at St. Paul's 
Lutheran Church, Newport, had persuasive powers and on June 5, 1883, they were 
married in his church by Dr. Henry Baker, father's home pastor at the First Lutheran 
Church, Altoona, Pa, 


- Father was born in Altoona, Pa., May 27, 1856, graduated at Altoona High School, 


Dickinson College, Gettysburg Theological Seminary, and was a member of Beta Theta Pi 
and Phi Beta Kappa fraternities, He was the son of John Nelson and Caroline Amanda 
Beetem Glanding. His grandfather, Archibald Glanding, was in the Battle of North 
PoOintyWareol acl2, It was on the Beetem line that I joined D, A, R. Father's 
pastorates were Newport, Lock Haven, Pa. (then an interval when he helped found Mid- 
land College, Atchison, Kansas, and taught there), Ashland, Pa., York, Pa., Scranton, 
Pa,, Syracuse, N. Y., and Bellefonte, Pa, It was at the latter place that Saturday 
morning, Sept. 22, 1917, he kissed mother and me goodby at the station preparatory 
to our. going to Newport. He seemed in perfect health, performed his usual duties 
during the day, and as late as 10 P. M, talked on the phone to a cousin at State 
College. That evening he had been working on a talk on Martin Luther, which he was 
to give at the coming meeting of synod, and his Sunday sermon was lying on his desk 
to be preached the next day. When he did not come to Sunday School the members be- 
came alarmed, broke in the parsonage, and found him lying dead in bed. Either a 
stroke or a heart attack was the cause, One of his wishes was to die in the harness 
and wear out rather than rust out. He was a student, a forceful preacher, a beloved 
pastor, and an exemplary character, Mother and I eventually lived in Harrisburg, Pa., 
where she died thirteen years later, Sept. 23, 1930, 


Mother was a real Howe if there ever was one, an aristocrat to the nth degree, and 
took pride in this fact. Beautiful of face and character she excelled in social graces 
and made many friends in our congregations. She made some very commendable drawings 
and was a musician, Strange to say, in connection with the above characteristics she 
was a shrewd business woman, and often remarked that had she had the opportunity she 
would have enjoyed entering the banking business. Both she and my aunt were women of 
high feeling and scorned anything low or vulgar. 


I was born at grandmother's home in Newport, Jan. 7, 1890. I attended grade 
school in York, one year of high school at Newport, was graduated fram Syracuse, N. Y., 
High School and Syracuse University, where I belonged to Pi Beta Phi and Phi Beta 
Kappa fraternities. I spent one winter at the American Adademy of Dramatic Art, N. Y. 
City, during the time that Franklin Sargent was head of the same. While I lived in 
Harrisburg I did editorial work at various times at the Capitol, and for a number of 
years was field secretary in Penna, for the National Kindergarten Ass'n. On Dec. 27, 
1930, I was married to Clarence Ray Rupp of Harrisburg in my apartment there. He was 
born at Harrisburg Aug. 14, 1887, the son of John Frederick and Minnie Updegrove Rupp

My aunt, Katherine Leiby Howe,married Horace Beard of Newport, Jan. 2, 1889, in the 
Newport Lutheran Church, father performing the ceremony.

Augustus Warren and Amanda Louisa Bechtel Beard. His father dying young, Horace was 
raised in the home of his Uncle Harry Bechtel, Newport, who owned the tannery there, 
and after attending Pierce Business College, Phila., he learned the tanning business. 
When the Newport tannery was absorbed by the Elk Tanning Co, he finally became divi- 
Sion supt. of their tanneries in Penna., W. Va., and Va. After an 8-year struggle 
with Brights Disease he died April 7, 1911. He was active in Masonry, a well-read 
man, an excellent business executive, and a fine character. 


My aunt, Katherine Howe Beard, was very intellectual and enjoyed study and reading. 
She too was an astute business woman, was interested in geneology and local history, 
did some nice oil paintings and painted a great deal of beautiful china, was also 
gifted in sewing. She was active in the Perry Co. Historical Society, and it was 
largely through her influence that the Woman's Club of Newport was formed, and was 

its first president. The last of her immediate family, at her death on March a 
1938, in St. Petersburg, Fla. (She had gone there for the winter.), she left her N, 
Second St. home, Newport, to the town for a community center in memory of her daughter, 
to be called, "The Louise Beard Memorial." Here various groups meet, such as D. A, ag 
Civic Club, Girl Scouts, Garden Club, etc. The Perry Co. Historical Society has its 
headquarters there and one part of the second floor houses its library and museun. 

As one of the executors of her will, I helped arrange a family museum in a separate 
room on the second floor, as Auntie Katherine had once said to me there were enough 
articles in her home to do so, Here are housed in glass cases photos, costumes, 
accessories, dishes, etc., covering a period of 150 years and reflecting the life and 
customs of people in Newport and vicinity. 


On June 11, 1894, Louise Bechtel Beard was born to Horace and Katherine Howe Beard, 
and as she was my only first cousin we were closer than many sisters, She attended 
Newport grade schools, was graduated from the National Cathedral School, Washington, 
D. C., and studied at the Villa Dupont School, Paris, France. While there she did 
much traveling and later with her mother made two more trips abroad. Both traveled 
extensively in this country. She entered into the life of her home town, taking 
active part in the Red Cross during the first World War and helping in the public 
library. Louise loved beauty in every form: beautiful clothes, flowers, music, 
poetry, and art. On May 24, 1936, she lost a fight with disease and died at Graduate 


Hospital, Philadelphia. The Louise Beard Memorial will always be a reminder of her,

Elizabeth Howe married John Hetrick, 1864, and their marriage certificate is in the 
museum at the Beard home, They lived in the former farm home of my Leiby great grand- 
parents, which Uncle John bought in 1883. I used to go to see him there when I was a 
child and especially recall the strawberry beds. Mother was fond of "Aunt Lib", as 
she was called. An interesting anecdote is that Aunt Lib gave mother a pair of gold 
hoop earrings when mother was a child, which carrings I now have, Shortly afterwards 
Aunt Lib became very teligious and thinking the jewelry would make mother vain wanted 
to take them back, but mother, fond of pretty things, refused. Apparently no hard 
feelings resulted. Uncle John Hetrick was born Aug. 23, 1828, his ancestors being 
pioneers in Perry Co. Following his father's death, his mother married David M. 
Derickson, and a child of this marriage was Mary Derickson, who married Jacob Trout- 
man. It was in their home Uncle John finally lived, across the street from the Beard 
home, and of course I often saw him there. He died in 1906. He was educated at White 
Hill Academy, Cumberland Co,, and was a contractor and builder, In Newport he built 
the Reformed, Presbyterian, and Episcopal churches, and at Mifflintown, the Juniata 
Co. Court house.

Aunt Priscilla Howe Wilson I remember very well and called to see her many times at 
her Newport home. As a young girl she taught school, She too was a real Howe, 
h _ aristocratic, beautiful of face, loved her flowers, which she had in great profusion. 
Her husband, James Wilson, to whom she was married Dec, 25, 1860, was in the hard- 
ware business at Newport and was a fine gentleman. Their children were Harry Barford, 
born in Newport, 1862, and died at Duncannon, 1925; and Eva,,who still lives in New- 
port.

Although it is likely our Wm. Howe I was an Episcopalian, coming directly from 

England, the earliest definite records we have of the Perry Co. Howes show them to be 
Methodists. Intermarriage with other faiths caused them to embrace various denomina- 
tions: Lutheran, Presbyterian, Reformed, Episcopalian, etc. | 


You will see by perusing this paper that our family are far beyond the ordinary. We 
are well represented in the professions, such as the ministry, education, music, 
medicine, law, dentistry; also business, such as banking, insurance, etc. A large 
group, especially in the pioneer period, were in that important work, farming. The 
Howes have been people influential in the life of their cammunity. Education has 
played a large part in their lives. As for patriotism, they are represented in the 
wars of our country. We are a religious and God-fearing people. Whether we are of 
the nobility or not I cannot say, but I do know this: that among my Howe relatives 
I notice an outstanding intelligence, an artistic nature, and a personal charm, all 
of which characteristics add up to making The House of Howe "to the manor born,"
